PERSONS STILL .MISSINÖ 


New York, June 21.~The list of 
those who perished on the General 
Slocum ifl growing at an alarming rate. 
Bodies came to the surface off the 
shores of North Brother Island singly 
and in groups of twos and threes, until 
102 additional had 
been 
recovered. 
Every 
passing 
steamer 
seemed 
to 


chum up the water to such a degree 
that with its wash one or more bodies 
would be swept m to the beach. 
In 
three hours 45 bodies, some of them 
badly mutilated, were taken ashore by 
the searching po.rties. 


This brings the total number of 
bodies recovered up to 734. Of the uni- 
dentified number 125. with a total miss- 
ing approximately of 323. 


A life saver, grappling from a raft, 
brought up a woman of 30 and a girl 
of 11 years, locked in each 
other's 
arms. A few minutes later he bmught 
up the bodies of a boy 9 years old and 
a gitl of 6, apparently brother and &is- 
ter, clinging tigbtly to each other. 


Divers who went to the wreck found 
the bodies of a woman, a girl and a boy 
and brought them to the surface. They 
were burned beyond recognition. 
The 
divers said there are more bodies in 
the wreck, thus bearing out the state- 
ment made A day or two ago, after it 
was thought the wreck had been clear- 
ed, that many bodies remained under 
the entanglement of timbers and ma- 
chinery. 


One body was found floating in the 
river Tiear Rikers Island by the crew 
of a four-oared barge of the Metropol- 
itan rowing club, while 19 were brought 
up from the bottom along "the beach 
running fro.n the island down to the 
chauno] in the.river. Three mc^n work- 
ing with an -improvised grapple, con- 
sisting'of a block of wood to which 
many blueflsh hooks were 
attached, 
drew up the section of the rail of the 
upper deck of the Slocum about 30 feet 
In length. The bodies of four women 
were clinging to the rail, the 
fingers 
gripping the .witcrlaced wire 
roping. 
This Is part of the rail -which gave way 
Just before the steamer was beached, 
precipitating 100 persons into the wa- 
ter. While the rail wait being brought 
ashore two of the bodies broke away 
from it, but were secured immediately. 
The other two were still clinging to 
the rail when it wa« landed. 


The funerals of nearly 100 victims 
of the disaster were 'held yesterday. 
In many Instances two caskets were 
carried In the same heai^e, and in some 
cases two and even three hearses bore 
away the dead of a single family. 


The first funeral of the victims wa» 
held'Friday.

ANOTHER JAP ARMY 


Troops Under General Nogl to Reduce 


Port Artiiur. 


Wajshington, June 21.—An explana- 
tion of the Japanese campaign on the 
Liao 'Tung peninsula, especially with 
reference to Port Arthur, is contained 
in an advicc that has reached this city 
from a source believed to be absolutely 
rellabie. 
The Japanese tactics which 
have so puzzled the Russians are in- 
tended to isolate Port Arthur, but do 
not contemplate an attack on tlie place 
by General Oku's array. 
The actual 
work 'Of reducing Port Arthur will be 
confined to another Japanese army un- 
der command of General Nogi. which 
will be landed on the peninsula (and 
indeed may now be landed) at a point 
south of Generni Oku's position and 
considerably nearer Port Arthur. 
On 
the 1st of June no less than 2G trans- 
ports had been gathered at one of the 
Japaneise ports to embark this army, 
and it is probable that the vessels at- 
tacked by the Vladivostok 
squadron 
were of this number. 


Liao Yang, June 21.—A general en- 
gagement is proceeding near Kai Chou, 
The first train bearing wounded men 
has passed through hure, going north- 
ward. 


A correspondent who spent the night

In order to do this they must act be- 
fore the rainy season, which Is immi- 
nent.

Tokio, June 21.—Further reports re- 
ceived show that the blow inflicted 
by General Oku on the Russians in 
the fighting at Telissu (Vafangow) on 
Jiune 15 Avas more severe ihun at first 
was believed.

A life saver, grappling from a raft, 
brought up a woman of 30 and a girl 
of 11 years, locked in each other’s 
arms. A few minutes later he biought 
up the bodies of a boy 9 years old and 
a girl of 6, apparently brother and &is- 
ter, clinging tightly to each other. 
Divers who went to the wreck found 
the bodies of a woman, a girl and a boy 
and brought them to the surface. They 
were burned beyond recognition. The 
divers said there are more bodies in 
the wreck, thus bearing out the state­ 
ment made a day o r two ago, after it 
was thought the wreck had been clear­ 
ed, that many bodies remained under 
the entanglement of timbers and ma­ 
chinery. 
One body was found floating in the 
river riear Rilcers Island by the crew 
of a four-oared barge of the Metropol­ 
itan rowing club, while 19 were brought 
up from the bottom along "the beach 
running fro*a thy island down to the 
chaune] in the.river. Three men work­ 
ing with an -improvised grapple, con­ 
sisting'of a block of wood to which 
many blueflsh hooks were attached, 
drew up the section of the rail of the 
upper deck of the Slocum about 30 feet 
In length. The bodies of four women 
were clinging to the rail, the fingers 
gripping the interlaced wire roping. 
This is part of the rail *which gave way 
Just before the steamer was beached, 
precipitating 100 persons into the wa­ 
ter. While the rail wag being brought 
ashore two of the bodies broke away 
from it, but were secured immediately. 
The other two were still clinging to 
the rail when it wa« landed. 
The funerals of nearly 100 victims 
of the disaster were ’held yesterday. 
In many Instances two caskets were 
carried in the same heai'ije, and in some 
cases two and even three hearses bore 
away the dead of a single family. 
The first funeral of the victims was 
held'Friday. 
It was that of .a young 
girl, who Is believed to have died of 
heart disease from fright. No signs of 
death from burning or drowning were 
found. Her funeral was followed by a 
score of ’others, which were attended 
by thousands of persons from the East 
Side community where 
most of the 
dead had lived. 
Saturday 300 or more funerals were 
held, and 
32 unrecognizaijle bodies 
were each placed in a separate coflfin 
and in a separate hearse and laid away 
In .the Lutheran cemetery "at Middle 
Village, L. I. 
The city has -arranged 
for their burial, a plot large enough 
for the Interment of 250 bodies having 
been set aside in this' cemetery, 
All 
the unknown dead will be placed here 
side by side. 
Many thousands of dollars have been 
subscribed to the relief fund. W ithin 
an hour or two after the subscription 
list to the mayor's relief fund was 
opened $12,000 had been collected. ^

Troops Under General Nogl to Reduce

Washington, June 21.—An explana­ 
tion of the Japanese campaign on the 
Liao *Tung peninsula, especially with 
reference to Port Arthur, is contained 
in an advice that has reached this city 
from a source believed to be absolutely 
reliable. 
The Japanese tactics which 
have so puzzled the Russians are in­ 
tended to isolate Port Arthur, but do 
not contemplate an attack on tlie place 
by General Oku’s army. 
The actual 
work ‘Of reducing Port Arthur will be 
confined to another Japanese army un­ 
der command of General Nogi, which 
will be landed on the peninsula (and 
indeed may now be landed) at a point 
south of General Oku*s position and 
considerably nearer Port Arthur. 
On 
the 1st of June no less than 2G trans­ 
ports had been gathered at one of the 
Japanese ports to embark this army, 
and it is probable that the vessels at­ 
tacked by the Vladivostok squadron 
were of this number.

Liao Yang, June 21.—A general en­ 
gagement is proceeding near Kai Chou.

A correspondent who spent the night 
at Hai Cheng reports having heard 
heavy firing to the southward, and be­ 
lieved it to have been either an attack

It is now believed that the firing was 
the beginning of a battle at Kai Chou. 


RUSSIAN LOSSES 10,000 MEN 


Japs Bui‘»ed 1516 Russians On the Bat­ 
tlefield at Vafangow. 
Tokio, June 21.—Further reports re­ 
ceived show that the blow Inflicted 
by General Oku on the Russians in 
the fighting at Telissu (Vafangow) on 
J<une 15 Avas more severe than at first 
was believed. 
The number of Rus­ 
sians killed in this battle will prob­ 
ably exceed 2üü0, and their total loss, 
including prisoners, is estimated at 
10,000. 
The Japanese losses are less than 
1000, or about one-tenth of the Russian 
total. Up to June 17 General Oku had 
b.uried 151G Russian dead, ttnd he re­ 
ports that many more dead have been 
found. 
Chinese who watched the fighting 
from the Russian side report that the 
Russians removed many dead to the 
trains with their wounded, and that 
they buried or cremated many corpses 
, in the village of Sua Sung Kou before 
they retreated. 
The number of prisoners and troops 
taken by the Japanese is unknown. 
General Oku is not able to report the 
total number of prisoners. 
A Japanese infantry and cavalry pa­ 
trol which was sent out from Taku- 
Bhan on June 18, reports having en­ 
countered a force of Russians at Pan 
Himg, 36 miles west of Siuyen and at 
other points and the fighting of a 
eeries of skirmishes.

THREE JAP TRANSPORTS SUNK 


7 Combined Attack On Kuropatkin. 
St. Petersburg, June 21.—The gen­ 
eral staff believes it probable that Gen­ 
erals Kuroki and Oku are meditating 
a combined attack on General Kuro- 
patkin before he is further reinforced. 
In order to do this they must act be­ 
fore the rainy season, which is immi­ 
nent. 
The war office points out that since

CENUS TAKING IN INDIA« 


A Colossal Work Accomplished 
De- 
cennially by the British. 


In India census-taking Is a colossal 
task accomplished decennially, with 
noteworthy success, by the British 
government. 
Even among those who 
find descriptions of census methods dry 
reading at best, interest must be awak- 
ened by the difficulties surmounted 
in that land of splendor and squalor, 
vast population and innumerable races, 
languages and religions. 


The population of India is 294.2G6,- 
701—a figure so vast that it is better 
realized by considering the fact that 
there are more than 715,000 villages 
and towns scattered over an area of 
one and a half million square miles. To 
make the enumeration of this vast ter- 
ritory virtuall^vya million enumerators 
are required. 


The successive steps of census or- 
ganization 
are 
the 
enumerator's 
•block," the "circle," "the charge," the 
district, the province, and finally the 
Imperial census commission. A charge 
comprises two or more circles, a circle 
is composed of 10 or 15 blocks, and 
the block contains from 30 to 50 
houses. 


The provincial superintendents begin 
the work of organization a year in ad- 
vance of the census date. Officers are 
designated, the villages In each circle 
are listed, block lists are prepared, and 
every house is numbered. 
In some 
provinces the census authorities deter- 
mine in advance the size of the num- 
ber, and specify the proportions of red 
ocher and oil, or other ingredients, 
forming *the substance with which the 
number is to be painted. Even in this 
simple detail, however, racial difficul- 
ties are encountered: in Hyderabad ob- 
jection 
is made to tar because of its 
color, and red ocher is substituted; 
in some other localities, on the contra- 
ry, the natives consider red ocher 
unlucky, 
and 
if 
it 
is 
used 
they 
carefully erase the figures. On huts of 
wattled bamboo a small space is plas- 
tered and then whitewashed, to form a 
background for the number. 
In tho 
case of huts made of leaves, and also 
when objection is made, on account of 
caste restrictions, to the touching of 
houses by enumerators, the numbers 
are painted on bits of tin, tiles, or pots 
conspicuously placed, and are usually 
treated with great respect by the na- 
tives. 


In this immensely populous and re- 
markable empire the census schedule is 
framed to meet a wide variety of local 
and racial conditions. It is printed in 
no less than 17 different languages, 
and includes, in addition to the ordi- 
nary inquiries, questions concerning re-

Our School Histories Bad

N the first page of almost every school history there is printed 
a map of the present-day United States. That is the first mis- 
take. 
If you toll the student at the start what the United 
States ^has become, you make it impossible for him to realize 
the feelings of those settlers back in the seventeenth century. 
Tho student in his historical voyaging should approach this 
country in the same spirit as did the old discoverers; it should 
as far as possible be an unknown land for them. 


You can't cajole children back into the seventeenth cen- 
tury, They have lived in the nineteenth century—worse luck—and they know 
the high building, tho railway, the telegraph and the steamboat. This shrunken 
world that we live In nowadays is bound together by rail and wire; it is not 
the boundless world of the seventeenth century. 


The key to the proper method of teaching is to get the children back into 
the atmosphere of those old times. Let them imaginatively come in the caravals 
of Columbus believing that they are to discover the East Indies, let them sail 
on the Half Moon and believe with Hendrik Hudson that they have discovered 
the Northwest Passage. 


Let the children realize that those old Puritans in their knee breeches and 
steeple hats were Indian fighting frontiersmen just as much as the Westerner 
with his slouch hat and bucking bronco. The key to American history is this 
man of the frontier. 


Let the children get a sympathetic impression of these men and they will 
better understand the spirit of their country than if you talk to them of 
political liberty. There is not one of you that knows what political liberty is. 
I'm sure I don't. 
Until we got the Philippines, wo thought that political 
llberety resided in certain institutions. The Filipinos are enjoying liberty, too, 
so we are told, but by another method. Tell the children what our forefathers 
came to this country fopand what they fought for, and then tell them that the 
Filipino, denied these self-same tilings, is still enjoying liberty, and you have 
given the children a tough morseF for their mental digestion. 


I do not believe that the true history of America, the history that will give 
us a living picture of our past, will be wn-itteu in our generation. 
We are 
doomed to be creatures of our own day. and it's a dull day. It's all hurry, all 
bustle, and no refreshment; a day of cold steel and hard fact. We are in such 
a hurry that we no longer have time to sit down and dream dreams, and no 
people make any intellectual advance unless they do dream their dreams.

IIOREAU characteristically says: “If you want to know a man’s 
faults, ask his friends.

The latter Is so busy that he has no time to realize himself. “Mind your <>\vu 
business and endeavor to be w’hat you were made," says the quotable Thoreau. 
l h a t is what Ave need to have drummed into us from day to day. How people 
take our jokes, how they like the cut of our frocks or our coats, w’hat they 
think of our sitting in the second balcony instead of the orchestra of a theatre, 
whether they think we are aifected because we acknowledge a liking for Brown­ 
ing—these are minor matters indeed; but it is over just such trifles that many 
of us waste precious moments and more precious brain matter. Let the maa 
and the \voman shake himself or herself free from the coils of what “they say’* 
or “hOAV it looks." 
Let them be big enough not to bother about such little 
things. Let them think loss about their own persons, and more how to enjoy, 
and profit by, and be good in the big, interesting world of oeople and things 
which is all about them. 


CENUS TAKING IN INDIA« 


A Colossal Work Accomplished 
De« 
cennially by the British. 
In India census-taking is a colossal 
task accomplished decennially, with 
noteworthy success, by the British 
government. Even among those who 
find descriptions of census methods dry 
reading at best, interest must be awak­ 
ened by the difficulties surmounted 
in that land of splendor and squalor, 
vast population and innumerable races, 
languages and religions. 
The population of India is 294,266,- 
701—a figure so vast that it is better 
realized by considering the fact that 
there are more than 715,000 villages 
and towns scattered over an area of 
one and a half million square miles. To 
make the enumeration of this vast ter­ 
ritory virtuall^vya million enumerators 
are required. " 
The successive steps of census or­ 
ganization 
are 
the 
enumerator’s 
**block," the “circle/' “the charge/' the 
district, the province, and finally the 
Imperial census commission. A charge 
comprises two or more circles, a circle 
is composed of 10 or 15 blocks, and 
the block contains from 30 to 50 
houses. 
The provincial superintendents begin 
the work of organization a year in ad­ 
vance of the census date. Officers are 
designated, the villages in each circle 
are listed, block lists are prepared, and 
every house is numbered. 
In some 
provinces the census authorities deter­ 
mine in advance the size of the num­ 
ber, and specify the proportions of red 
ocher and oil, or other ingredients, 
forming *the substance with which the 
number is to be painted. Even in this 
simple detail, how^ever, racial difficul­ 
ties are encountered: in Hyderabad ob­ 
jection is made to tar because of Its 
color, and red ocher is substituted; 
in some other localities, on the contra­ 
ry, the natives consider red ocher 
unlucky, 
and if it is used 
they 
carefully erase the figures. On huts of 
w'attled bamboo a small space Is plas­ 
tered and then w'liltewashed, to form a 
background for the number. 
In tho 
case of huts made of leaves, and also 
when objection is made^ on account of 
caste restrictions, to the touching of 
houses by enumerators, the numbers 
are painted on bits of tin, tiles, or pots 
conspicuously placed, and are usually 
treated with great respect by the na­ 
tives. 
In this Immensely populous and re­ 
markable empire the census schedule is 
framed to meet a wide variety of local 
and racial conditions. It is printed in 
no less than 17 different languages, 
and includes, In addition to the ordi­ 
nary inquiries, questions concerning re- 
llgion^and caste.—Prom W. R. Merri- 
am's ‘The Census in Foreign Coun­ 
tries" in the Century,

Our School Histories Bad 


By P resident Woodrow W ilson of Princeton University 


N the first page of almost every school history there is printed 
.1 map of the present-day United. States. That is the first mis* 
take. 
If you tell the student at the start what the United 
States ^has become, you make it impossible for him to realize 
the feelings of those settlors back in the seventeenth century. 
Tho student in his historical voyaging should approach this 
country in the same spirit as did the old discoverers; it should 
as far as possible be an unknown land, for them. 
You can’t cajole children back into the seventeenth cen* 
tnry. They have lived in the nineteenth century—worse luck—and they know 
the high building, tho railway, the telegraph and the steamboat. This shrunken 
world that we live In nowadays is bound together by rail and wire; it is not 
the boundless world of the seventeenth century. 
The key to the proper method of teaching is to get the children back Into 
the atmosphere of those old times. Let them imaginatively come in the caravals 
of Columbus believing that they are to discover the East Indies, let them sail 
on the Half Moon and believe with Hendrik Hudson that they have discovered 
the Northwest Passage. 
Let the children realize that those old Puritans tn their knee breeches and 
steeple hats were Indian fighting frontiersmen just as much as the Westerner 
with his slouch hat and bucking bronco. The key to American history is this 
man of the frontier. 
Let the children get a sympathetic impression of these men and they will 
better understand the spirit of their country than If you talk to them of 
political liberty. There is not one of you that knows what political liberty is. 
I’m sure I don’t. 
Until we got the Philippines, wo thought that political 
liberety resided in certain institutions. The Filipinos are enjoying liberty, too, 
so we are told, but by another method. Tell the children what our forefathers 
came to this country foi» and what they fought for, and then tell them that the 
Filipino, denied these self-same tilings, is still enjoying liberty, and you have 
given the children a tough morsel for their mental digestion. 
I do not believe that the true history of America, the history that will give 
us a living picture of our past, will be wi’itten in our generation. 
We are 
doomed to be creatures of our own day. and it’s a dull day. It’s all hurry, all 
bustle, and no refreshment; a day of cold steel and hard fact. We are in such 
a hurry that we no longer have time to sit down and dream dreams, and no 
people make any intellectual advance unless they do dream their dreams.

Lepers Weil. 


In a lecture Dn Isadore Dyer, phy- 
sician of the Lepers* Home in Louisa- 
na, and probably the most distinguish- 
ed expert on this disease in this coun- 
try, after saying 
that 
thei'o 
were 
3,000,000 lepers iu existence, or one to 
every 500 living persons, announced 
that in the last two years the problem 
of curing this dread disease had been 
solved. 


In 10 years, Dr. Dyer said that he 
and his assistants had succeeded in re- 
m'oving every trace of the disease in 
12 lepers. 
In the past two years, sine© 
the latter part of 1DU2, every case at 
the Louisana 
Leper 
Home, 
except 
those in the last stages of the disease, 
had been improved materially, and iu 
three cases the lepers are almost well, 
and it will be possible to dischar^ 
them within a 
comparatively short 
time. 


Before the recent Berlin conference 
on leprosy, which Dr. Dyer attended, 
there had been, he said, a few cases of 
the disease cured. 
That there were 
not more cures was due to the fact that 
the disease was not treated. 


Treatment means a perseverance for 
j^ars, not for weeks or months. 
Dr. 
Dyer expressed confidence that If the 
treatment of leprcsy was begun early 
enough and maintained long enough, 
that disease could be cured as easily as 
any other. 
In another decade, hd 
said, it will be universally recognized 
that leprosy is as curable as typhoid or 
yellow fever.

Dr> Dyer Claims to Have Mad* Twtlv* 
Lepers Well. 
In a lecture Dr. Isadore Dyer, phy­ 
sician of the Lepers’ Homo In Louisa- 
na, and probably the most distinguish­ 
ed expert on this disease In this coun­ 
try, after saying 
that 
there 
•were 
3,000,000 lepers in existence, or one to 
every 500 living persons, announced 
that in the last two years the problem 
of curing this dread disease had been 
solved. 
In 10 years, Dr. Dyer said that he 
and bis assistants had succoeded in re­ 
moving every trace of the disease in 
12 lepers. 
In the past two years, sine© 
the latter part of 1002, every case at 
the Louisana 
Leper 
Home, 
except 
those in the last stages of the disease, 
had been improved materially, and in 
three eases the lepers are almost well, 
and it will be possible to discharge 
them within a 
comparatively short 
time. 
Before the recent Berlin conference 
on leprosj% which Dr. Dyer attended, 
there had been, he said, a few cases of 
the disease cured. 
That there were 
not more cures was due to the fact that 
the disease was not treated. 
Treatment means a perseverance for 
j’ears, not for weeks or months. 
Dr. 
Dyer expressed confidence that If the 
treatment of leprosy was begun early 
enough and maintained long enough, 
that disease could be cured as easily as 
any other. 
In another decade, hd 
said, it will be universally recognized 
that leprosy is as curable as typhoid or 
yellow fever.

DISEASE CAUShD BY SUNLIGHT. 


The Xlaya of Olil Sol May 13o Harm at 


^Vcll ns Good. 


While the rays of the sun possess 
a stimulating and benedcial effect in 
disease, and can be used with advan- 
tage as a therapeutic agent, yet, ac- 
cording to recent investigations, they 
• also may act injuriously and 
cause 
disease. 
That there is a difference 
in the therapeutic value between tho 
actinic rays, or those located at the 
violet end of the spectrum, and the red 
rays was appreciated by Finseu, and 
the former Avere used in the treatment 
of such skin diseases as lupus vulgaris, 
or tuberculosis of the skin, while the 
latter were found effective in cases of 
smallpox. 
One of the most recent re- 
searches in this department is by Pro- 
fessor Fermi, and is given in a late 
number of tho Archiv fur Hygiene. 
In 
these experiments a large number of 
human subjects were exposed to direct 
sunlight for varying periods, and in a 
large percentage of cases it was found 
that tliere resulted the following set of 
symptoms: 
Cephalagla 
(headache), 
dryness of the nasal mucosa, snuiHing, 
coryza (cold in the head), pharyngitis, 
weariness, 
slight conjunctivitis, 
dry- 
ness of the lips, fever, psoudo-inllu- 
enza, constipation, insomnia, epistaxis 
(nose bleed), and various pains. 
From 
this list of symptoms experienced by 
his patients and from the observed co- 
incidence of certain diseases and me- 
teorolgical conditions. Professor Fermi 
concludes that exposure to the sun's 
rays is a predisposing factor in coryza, 
Influenza, 
hay 
fever, and 
epidemic 
meningitis.—Harper's Weekly.

no vital organ is afl'ectpd th& 
growth is arrested. 
A report of forty- 
seven cases treated has been given^ 
and of these twenty-one were complete- 
ly cured. 


The fact that compression or bending: 
causes a substance to emit X-rays has 
suggested to M. D. Lepinay that vi- 
brations producing sound should have- 
the same effect, as the sounding body 
undergoes slight but rapidly repeated 
strains. 
Experiments with a tuning- 
fork, a bronze bell, a large steel cyl- 
inder and a siren proved this t« b& 
true, and the phosphorescent 
screen 
showed that the air also produces a s 
well as transmits tho ray^. 
Another 
investigator, M. Meyer, has discovered 
a similar radiation in vegetable tissue^ 
the green parts of the plant giving the 
most intense effect.

DISEASE CAUShD BY SUNLIGHT. 


The iliiyi of Old Sol 
Do Harm at 
W ell n» Good, 
While the rays of the snn possess 
a stimulating and boiicüclal ctfeet in 
disease, and can bo used 'svitb advau- 
lai?e as a therapeutic a^^ent, yet, ac­ 
cording to rcccnt luvcslisalions, they 
also may act injuriously and cause 
disease. 
That there is a difference 
in the therapeutic value between tho 
actinic rays, or those located at the 
violet end of the spectrum, and the red 
rays was appreciated by Finseu, and 
the former wore used in the treatment 
of such skin diseases as lupus vulgaris, 
or tuberculosis of the skin, while the 
latter wero found effective in cases of 
smallpox. One of the most recent re­ 
searches in this department is by Pro­ 
fessor Fermi, and is given in a late 
number of the Arcbiv fur Hyiilene. In 
these experiments a large number of 
human subjects were exposed to direct 
sunlight for varying periods, and in a 
large percentage of cases it was found 
that tliere resulted the following set of

dryness of tho nasal mucosa, snuifling, 
coryza (cold in the head), pharyngitis, 
weariness, slight conjunctivitis, dry­ 
ness of the lips, fever, pseudo-inllu- 
enza, constipation, insomnia, epistaxis 
(nose bleed), and various pains. From 
this list of symptoms experienced by 
his patients and from the observed co­ 
incidence of certain diseases and me- 
teorolgical conditions. Professor Fermi 
concludes that exposur(f to the sun’s 
rays is a predisposing factor in coryza, 
Influenza, hay fever, and epidemic 
meningitis.—Harper’s Weekly,

and no vital organ is affected the 
growth is arrested. A report of forty- 
seven cases treated has been given^ 
and of these twenty-one were complete- 
ly cured. 


The fact that compression or bending^ 
causes a substance to emit X-rays has 
suggested to M. D. Depinay that vi­ 
brations producing sound should have- 
the same effect, as the sounding body 
undergoes slight but rapidly repeated 
strains. 
Experiments with a tuning- 
fork, a bronze bell, a large steel cyl~ 
inder and a siren proved this t« be^ 
true, and the phosphorescent screen 
sliowed that the air also produces as 
well as transmits the ray^. 
Another 
investigator, M. Meyer, has discovered 
a similar radiation in vegetable tissue^ 
the green parts of the plant giving the 
most intense effect.

Few of these women like 
to assert themselves baldly as their 
Lusbands' financial superiors—some of 
them even aid him in his joyfiii career 
of self deception—and when in desper- 
ation they are drivei? to take the reins 
into their own Hands it hurts them 
iworse than it does the husbands.— 
Harper's Bazar. 


WOMEN IN THE JURY BOX. 


From the time the franchise was 
granted to the women of Wyoming 
Territory, 
during 
all 
its early de- 
velopment, women served on grand 
and petit juries. 
Chief Justice Howe 
of the Territory said in 1872: 
'^After 
the Grand Jury has been in session 
two days the 
dance-house 
keepers, 
€:amblers and 'off-color' people gener- 
ally fled out of the Territory to escape 
the Indictment of women jurors. 
I 
have never, in twenty-five years' ex- 
perience in the courts of the country, 
seen a more faithful and resolutely 
lionest grand 
and petit jury 
than 
these." 
During the many years that 
liowe was Chief Justice he constantly 
eummoned women as jurors and re- 
peatedly gave the strongest testimony 
as to their efficiency. 
In compiling 
the first volume of the laws of Wyo- 
ming, Secretary and Acting-Governor 
Edward M. Lee quoted a former Gov- 
ernor as saying: *'The only dissenting 
.voices against woman suffrage have 
been those of convicts tried and found 
guilty by women Jyrors." 
And he 
adds: 
**\Vomen exercised the right 
of jurors and contribute^ to the speedy 
release of the Territory from the re- 
gime of pistol and bowie knife. 
They 
not only performed their new duties 
(Without losing any of the womanly 
.virtues, and with dignity and decorum, 
but ffood result^ were immediately 
eeen." 


Attorney-General SL 0. Brown said 
In a public letter: 
have been asked 
if women make gcotl jurors, and I 
answer by saying that as a lawyer I 
find but little fault with them. • * » 
They see the truth of a thing at a 
glance, and, their minds once settled, 
neither 
sophistry, 
logic, 
rhetoric, 
pleading nor tears will move them 
from their purpose, 
A guilty periion 
never escapes a just punishment when 
tried by women jurors." 


Much more evidence of the highest 
character might be submitted show- 
ing the efiiciency of women jurors in 
Wyoming, where the experiment had 
its, most thorough trial. 
The best 
women in the Territory served, and 
they were treated with the greatest 
respect. 
The successor of Chief Jus- 
tice 
Uowe had a prejudice against 


women in this position, and none were 
summoned by him. As the population 
increased and life became more com- 
plex, woinen wore absorbed in other 
occupations; the juries are made up of 
the tax lists, -which do not contain 
a large proportion of women; they 
were not anxious to serve, and so the 
custom of summoning women has fall- 
en into disuse, but there never has 
been any deciiiion against it, and they 
are still occasionally called in special 
cases.—National Magazine,

CHAFING DISH 


To make a chafing dish lamp that 
trill spread the iiame evenly over the 
bottom of the dish above it has been 
a perplexity over since the chafing 
dish came into general use. A new- 
lamp with perforations at the sides of 
a round tube claims to have settled 
the dlfliculty. The tube raises 
and 
lowers with a screw, enlarging and 
diminishing the fiame according as it 
is nearer or further from the dish. 
The flame, by an ingenious device, is 
spread over a broad area. The lamp 
holds little more than an ordinary one 
and 
burns, 
when 
filled, 
thirty-five 
minutes. 


KITCHEN CONVENIENCES. 


A toAvel rack made of bamboo rods 
Is suspended from my kitchen coiling 
by ropes and pulleys, so that it may 
bo raised and lowered at will. It econ- 
omizes space besides providing a place 
where towels, etc., may dry quickly, 
as the air Is hotter near the celling. 


Another convenience is a small shelf, 
waist high, near the dining room door, 
on which I place dishes when I want 
to open the door.

Biderably higher, is a slanting shelf 
about twelve to eighteen inches, with 
a narrow strip nailed across the bot- 
tom edge, to hold my recipe book.—

THE STOCKING 
BASKET. 


Keeping down the stocking basket Is 
the problem which confronts the wo- 
man who has to do the darning for the 
family. 
If there are small boys with 
a fondness for playing marbles and 
climbing fences, 
she Avill find her 
labors much lessened if she gives up 
darning altogether and takes to mend- 
ing instead. 
The tops of half-worn 
stockings 
similar to 
those 
in use 
should be put away for this purpose. 
From these pieces matching in grain 
may 
be 
placed 
under 
incorrigible 
holes, the edges trimmed away and 
the goring neatly made by what is 
known as "cashmere" darning. 
When 
properly done it is almost impossible 
to detect the repaired place. 


CLEANSING COTTON LACE. 


To cleanse some of the new cotton 
faces, a little forethought and care Is 
required, but the results will more 
than repay the effort. Baste upon a 
piece of flannel the 
article 
to be 
cleaned, following carefully the out- 
line of the work. 
Then immerse it in 
a lather of lukewarm suds, merely 
dipping it up and down, never wash- 
ing or wringing it out. 
Instead, after 
rinsing, put between two cloths and 
pat till almost dry. 
Then hang it up 
for a few moments and iron with the 
back of the flannel exposed to the heat. 
When the basting stitches are removed 
It will be found to look as if it had 
come from the 
establishment of a 
French laundress, for 
this 
is 
the 
method pursued by most oX them. 


R E ^ E S ; 
I 
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Beets in Cream 
Sauce—Wash the 
beets but do not cut them. 
Cook in 
boiling water until the skins will slip 
off when pressed with the fingers. Do 
not pierce with a fork if the bright 
color is to be retained. 
Cut into dice 
and add to a white sauce made after 
the usual rule. 
Simmer three or four 
minutes and serve hot with a dash of 
pepper over the top. 


Scones—Mix and sift together two 
cupfuls of sifted flour; level teaspoon- 
ful of baking powder;; half a teaspoon- 
ful of salt; rub in the flour with the 
tips of the fingers four level table- 
spoonfuls of butter; 
then add two 
beaten 
eggo and one-third 
cup of 
cream; toss on a floured board; roll 
three-fourths of an inch thick; cut in 
squares; brush with white of egg; 
sprinkle with sugar and bake in a hot 
oven fifteen piinutes. 


Melton Veal—The materials requlrod 
are one cup of cold veal minced fine 
and seasoned with half a teaspoonfuJ 
of celery salt, one tablespoonful of 
onion juice and one of lemon juice, 
one tablespoonful of dried crumbs or 
two tablespooniuls of fresh crumbs, 
one-third cup of 
fine 
minced iiam 
seasoned with a dash of mustard, one 
well beaten egg, one tablespoonful of 
minced parsley, one tablespoonful of 
butter and two hard boiled eggs; all 
these ingredients to be mixed before 
beginning, excepting the butter and 
hard boiled eggs. 
Moisten slightly 
with weak stock or hot Avater, usliig 
about a quarter of a cupful; put the 
butter in the chafing dish, and as soon 
as hot, add the mixture, smoothing it 
over; slice the hard boiled eggs evenly 
on top, cover and cook over the hot 
water pan about ten minutes. If your 
stock is rich you will not need quit» 
go much butter.

Prom the time the franchise was 
granted to the women of Wyoming 
Territory,

two days the dance-house

have never, in twenty-five years’ os 
perlence in the courts of the country, 
seen a more faithful and resolutely 
honest grand and petit jury than 
these."

They 
not only performed their new duties 
[Without losing any of the womanly 
virtues, aud Avlth dignits' and decorum, 
but good result? were immediately 
seen.” 
Attorney-General M. 0. Brown said 
In a public letter: “I have been asked 
if women make gccicl jurors, and I 
answer by saying that as a lawyer I 
find but little' fault with them. • * * 
They see the truth of a thing at a 
glance, and, their minds once settled, 
neither 
sophistry, 
logic, 
rhetoric, 
pleading nor tears will move them 
from their purpose. 
A guilty person 
never escapes a just punishment when 
tried by women jurors.” 
Much more evidence of the highest 
character might be submitted show­ 
ing the efflclency of women jurors in 
.Wyoming, wiiere the experiment had 
its, most thorough trial. 
The best 
women in the Territory served, and 
they were treated with the greatest 
respect. The successor of Chief Jus- 
Cic& iiowe had a prejudice against 


women in this position, aud none were 
summoned by him. As the population 
increased and life became moi'e com­ 
plex, women wore absorbed in other 
occupations: the juries are made up of 
the tax lists, •which do not contain 
a large proportion of women; they 
were not anxious to serve, and so the 
custom of summoning women has fall­ 
en into disuse, but there never has 
been any decisión against it, and they 
are still occasionally called in special 
cases.—National Magazine.

CHAFIXG DISH LA^^^' 
To mnke n chafing dish lamp that 
trill spread the fiame evenly over the 
bottom of the dish above it has been 
a perplexity ever since the chafing 
dish came into general use. A new 
lamp with perforations at the sides of 
a round tube claims to have settled 
the dlfliculty. The lube raises and 
lowers with a screw, enlarging and 
diminishing the flame according as it 
is nearer or further from the dish. 
The flame, by an ingenious device, la 
spread over a broad area. The lamp 
holds little more than an ordinary one 
aud burns, when, filled, thirty-five 
minutes. 


KITCHEN CONVENIENCES. 
A towel rack made of bamboo rods 
Is suspended from my kitchen colling 
by ropes and pulleys, so that it may 
be raised and lowered at will. It econ­ 
omizes space besides providing a place 
where towels, etc., may dry quickly, 
as the air is hotter near the celling.

RECÍPE s : l 
Beets In Cream 
Sauce—Wash the 
beets but do not cut them. 
Cook in 
boiling water until the skins will slip 
off when pressed with the fingers. Do 
not pierce with a fork if the bright 
color ia to be retained. Cut Into dice 
and add to a white sauce made after 
the usual rule. Simmer three or four 
minutes and serve hot with a dash of 
pepper over the top. 
Scones—Mix and sift together two 
cupfuls of sifted flour; level teaspoon­ 
ful of baking powder;; half a teaspoon- 
ful of salt; rub in the flour with the 
tips of the fingers four level table- 
spoonfuls of butter;

cream; toss on a floured board; roll 
three-fourths of an inch thick; cut in 
squares; brush with white of egg; 
sprinkle with sugar and bake in a hot 
oven flfteen minutes. 
Melton Veal—The materials requlrod 
are one cup of cold veal minced fine 
and seasoned with half a teaspoonful 
of celery salt, one tablespoonful of 
onion juice aud one of lemon juice, 
one tablespoonful of dried crumbs or 
two table.spooniuls of fresh crumbs, 
one-third cup of 
fine 
minced Jiam 
seasoned with a dash of mustard, one 
well beaten egg, one tablespoonful of 
minced parsley, one tablespoonful of 
butter and two hard boiled eggs; all 
these ingredients to be mixed before 
beginning, excepting the butter and 
hard boiled c-ggs. 
Moisten slightly 
with weak stofk or hot water, using 
about a quarter of a cupful; put the 
butter in the chafing dish, and as soon 
as hot, add the mixture, smoothing it 
over; slice the hard boiled eggs evenly 
on top, cover and cook over the hot 
water pan about ten minutes. If your 
stock is rich you will not need quite
